When Henry Wickenburg stumbled across gold one

Hanging became the order of the day 
and 13 doomed men were strung up on a single oak which became known 
as the "Hangman Tree." When the tree was felled in the 1880's, it removed 
from memory a sordid landmark of death. 

INDIAN BURNS RANCH SITE OF 
CHILDHOOD DAYS! 

The chronicle of the white baby raised by Indians 
who massacred its parents was given a new twist 
by the case of Thomas MacWilliams, a Cherokee 
Indian baby who was raised as a white man. When 
a U. S. Army raid in 1846 wiped out three hundred 
of his tribe, he was adopted by a Major Snider Mac- 
Williams and educated at an Eastern college. The 
young man never suspected his Indian origin until he had been told so at 
the time his foster father died. Armed with this information, MacWilliams 
returned to his native tribe, the Chefokees, and developed into a renegade 
redskin. A year after his return to the tribe, MacWilliams, while riding with 
Indian raiders, burned to the ground the Oklahoma ranch where he had 
been raised as a white child.

The Wilkerson mine, staked out near Rhyolite, Nevada, in 1904, was truly
